riders. The men scattered over the 
city Monday and their wild west cos- 
tumes were the objects of considerable 
interest, as well as furnishing an "ad" 
for the fair association. 


The crowd at the races yesterday 


was fairly large for a first-day crowd. 
About 1 or 1:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon there were indications of rain 
and a-few drops fell, having a depress- 
ing effect upon the attendance.

A Warm Welcome. 


When Rev. A. S. Badger delivered 


his first sermon at the Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning, after being 
absent" from the city on a vacation 
of Nearly a month, he addressed a 
larger number than had ever before 
gathered in the church.

Even tnis additional seating room 
proved insufficient. There were some 
present from each of the local congre- 
gations. It was a welcome testifying 
silently but eloquently to the esteem 
in which Mr. Badger is held by his 
own congregation and by the people 
generally. 


The pastor took for bis text 
"But 


wben tbe multitude saw it, they 
marvelled and glorified God, which 
had given such power unto men." 
—Matthew 8:&, The subjejct ,of ihe 
sermon was '.'The Boob of the Diffi- 
culty, National and 
Individual." 


Individual integrity, Mr. Badger said, 
lies at the basis of the Nation's pros- 
perity. The questions at issue in the 
present campaign, however they may 
be decided and howsoever important 
they may be, and their importance 
is great, are nevertheless but tempor- 
ary. That which is primary and fun- 
damental to a nation's prosperity is 
tbe integrity of its citizens. 


The speaker referred to the multi- 


tude glorifying God because of the 
forgiveness of sin and said that tbe 
mission of Christ was to forgive sin 
rather than to remit tbe penalty.

A Number in the Hand* of Their Friend* , 


Until After the County 
j 


Convention. 


The aspirants for the various coun- 


ty offices arc beginning to come out of 
the woods and to reveal themselves to 
the voters. There arc a number of 
aggressive candidates, others who are 
in merely a receptive attitude and 
others who are in the hands of their 
friends. 
Both parties have plenty of 


material from which to make up their 
tickets, as the county is divided so 
evenly between the two, that election 
depends more upon the personal popu- 
larity and hustling qualities of the 
Individual nominee, than upon the 
strength of the party which he repre- 
sents. The Portage county voter is 
pre-eminently a "scratcher," and not 
since i860, when the Democrats 
swept the county, has a straight ticket 
been elected. Even in that year one 
of the Republican nominees was en- 
dorsed by the Democrats. 


The sheriff's office, being the most 


important and lucrative in the coun- 
ty, will be the object of a sharp con- 
test. At present four are mentioned 
for tbe nomination, though others are 
likely to appear on the field later— 
Nick Gross, A. J. Cuneen, Martin 
Griffin and John McGlvern. Mr. Gross 
was a strong candidate in the cbniven- 
tlon of 1894 and hopes to hAVe even 
better luck this year. Mr. Ouneen has 
been foreman for the Boom Com- 
pany a number of years and is well 
known in tbe city and 'county. ' He 
will go into the convention with a 
strong following. 
Mr. Griffin was 


elected sheriff on the democratic tick- 
et in 1890, at which time be ran more 
than 500 votes ahead of .bis ticket. 
He is at present night policeman oo 
the South side. Mr. McGitern? Is at 
present under sheriff and Is proprietor 
of the Park botel. 


Ex-Sheriff Frank Wheelock is an 


agresslve candidate for the republican 
nomination, and as he has been work- 
ing for it since he retired from office 


Other names-mentioned are Chief of 
Police Kingsbury and P. N. Peterson, 
of Amberst. 


District Attorney Frost would like 


another term but will have formidable 
opposition within bis own party In 
the person of W. F. Owen. The fight 
will be a pretty one. W. F. Collins, 
who is the choice of a great many for 
this position on the democratic tick- 
et, says that he is not a candidate 
this year. With Mr. Collins out ot 
tbe field, the nomination is likely to 
go to G. L. Park or A. P. Een. 


John Shippiy and W. J. Delaney 


have no opposition and will undoubt- 
edly be nominated for register of deeds, 
and clerk of court respectively. Both 
are excellent officers and will be re- 
elected. As yet there are no repub- 
lican candidates for these positions. 


C. E. Webster has no open opposi- 


tion for the republican nomination 
for county treasurer. 
His democratic 


opponent will not be decided upon 
until after a sheriff is named. If Mr. 
Gross should not be nominated for 
sheriff, a strong German will probably 
be selected for treasurer. 


Of course, County Clerk Lane will 


be renomlnated. However, he will not 
be elected without a struggle as there 
will surely be a democratic aomlnce. 
At present John Gornowicz is the 
one most generally mentioned for this 
nomination. 


There are no known candidates for 


assemblyman In tbe First district arid 
as far as the republicans are concern- 
ed this state of affairs is not sur- 
prising as tbe district has.a democratic 
majority of 7G8 by the vote of 1894 
and In normal years would have about 
1,000 majority. The district consists 
of the city of Stevens Point and towns 
Carson, Eau Plcine, Hull and Sharon. 


Assemblyman Hoffman, who repre- 


sented the county at the session of 
1805, is by the new apportionment 
placed in the Second district, com- 
prising thirteen towns with an aggre- 
gate republican majority of live or 
six hundred. Mr. Hoffman 
would 


like to go to Madison again but Is 
opposed by C. P. Somrners, of Ain- 
herst, and L. L. Lobcrg,of Nelson villc. 
The other twelve towns are watching 
the flght in the town of Amherst. 
As the thirteen towns make tbe dis- 
trict unlucky, no democrats arc an- 
nouncing themselves as candidates. 


Within the la.it few days there has 


been some discussion favorable 
to 


the nomination of S. Ilutter, ot the 
Rolnik, for Assemblyman from the 
First district. 
The nomination be- 


ing equivalent to an election, K one 
of considerable responsibility, as the 
next legislature will fleet a United 
States senator and will have many 
other important matters to dispose of. 


For the minor offices, superintend- 


ent, surveyor and coroner, no contest? 
have yet developed.

Involuntary Guests of Fortune 


County. 


Only four men are now making 


their home in the strong house which 
the county maintains for the safe 
keeping of those who have violated 
the laws of the state. 
They are 


Anton and Joe Cychosz, F. W. Barber 
and Nick Deblinger. 
For the ilrst 


two, the men on whose hands is the 
blood of their uncle, their present 
confinement is but a preliminary to 
what they may receive after 
the 


November term of the circuit court. 
They are not men one would suspect 
of being murderers if ruct in another 
place and under other circumstances. 
In fact their appearance is decidedly 
in their favor. 
Neat in dress and 


gentlemanly in manner, when they 
are brought into the court room it 
will be a dilllcult matter to convince 
the jury that they are brutal and 
savage, even with the strong evidence 
that exists against them. 


The Cychos/s have been in the cus- 


tody of the sheriff since April lilim, 
since which time they have been out- 
side the jail only twice, the first time 
to attend the inquest over the body 
of their victim and on the vaind 
occasion to make a trip to Grand 
Kapids to have their bail llxed by 
the circuit court. For the tlrst few 
weeks Anton entertained hopes of 
regaining his liberty under bonds, 
and a bond was even made out, but 
when the signers were found to lie of 
weak financial standing, he decided 
to make no further effort until his 
trial. 


The two brothers spend the day 


playing cards, singing or reading. 
Both are accomplished musicians, but 
arc not allowed while tn jail the us 
of any musical instrument. 
They 


speak English correctly and 
with 


fluency. 


The third inmate, Nick Dehlmger, 


comes from the town of Sharon, the 
home of the Cychosz boys. 
He Is a 


living example of what the wrath of 
woman can accomplish and a warning 
to the

unsophisticated 


man to beware of the wiles of the 


female charmer. One year ago Nich- 
olas iX'hlinger, Ksq,, was a 
fairly 


prosperous farmer of the town of 
Sharon ; now he is in jail for an in- 
definite period with no prospect of 
release. 
And 
all 
through lovely 


woman! 
To a reporter for TUK 


(JA/.KTTK Mr. Deb linger lias on nine- 
teen different occasions told the sad 
story of his life. 
It appears that for 


thirteen years Mme. Dehlinger was.a 
highly satisfactory housewife. 
She 


occupied her time in making good 
rye bread, cooking salt pork aud cab- 
bage arid darning her husband's old 
socks. 
At numerous intervals she 


presented her lord with a new off- 
spring to carry at night when young 
arid to spank when older. 
Finally 


in 1880, came a change. She became 
dissatisfied with her lot, wanted to 
remove to the city and to shine in 
society, a proposition very surprising 
and annoying to her inferior half. 
Thwarted in her hopes, Mrs. Behlinger 
became moody and dejected and gradu- 
ally lost interest in household affairs. 
Making coffee cake and spanking the 
baby lost their charms for her, and 
her husband's wardrobe was so neg- 
lected that he was obliged to hitch 
up his trousers with teupenny nails. 
A (fairs went from bad to worse, cul- 
minating in the separation of the 
couple and a suit instituted by the 
wife for a division of the property. 
She won her point in circuit court. 
In the meantime Dehlinger had dis- 
posed of his farm, thus rendering 
himself incapable of obeying 
the 


court's order to pay over the suit 
money, and on May 13 be was arrested 
for contempt and ordered to be con- 
llned until the money should be paid.

HOW THE FLEET SAVED ENGLAND.] 


DocuizieDta ISeurliiK on Uer Conflict With 


the 


Much hns Ixjeu written about the Span- 


ish armudu In the la*C few year*, and those 
who wish to mid to their knowledge will 
find valuable Information in the flrst two 
volumes published by the Navy Records 
society, "The Defeat of the Spanish Ar- 
mada." In them It Is clearly shown that 
although the war was nominally one of 
religion It was in reality waged In the in- 
terests of commerce, and that Philip II 
relied to a very, as it proved, unwarranta- 
ble degree on n Catholic rising. I will 
quote from the second volume the answers 
of some of the captured Spaniards. 
To 


query No. 7 addressed to them, "Wliat 
they have heard or know of any help or 
succor they should receive In England," 
Vincent Alvarez, captain of one of the 
Bhlps, answers: "To the seventh he Saith 
it was commonly hi/itod among them that 
a third part or one-half of the realm of 
England would join their aid us goon AH 
they should enter on the land." Another 
prisoner says, "I say the common report 
was that In ths realm there would rise 
groat stores of people in fnvor of the king 
of Spain, hut especially in the city of Lon- 
don, 
and tho report was there should be 


iu ull 15,000 men. " Thomas Ccly, an Eng- 
lish captain in Spain, writes to the queen 
and Burghloy, 1579: "They be not asham- 
ed to eay that there are daily of tho coun- 
cil waiting on the queen that will be ready 
to help them." These quotations justify 
tho assertion that tho Spanish Invasion 
would never have boon attempted but for 
hopo of aid from traitors in England. 


In Watson's "Philip II" arc given the 


opinions of Parma and Idiaquoz, combating 
the opinion of treason and advising strong- 
ly against tho attempt — at all events till 
the Netherlands were conquered. 


The answer of Pedro Valdes, another 


lender, as given In volume 2 of the Navy 
Kecords, will show what tho tender mer- 
cies of tlie Spaniards would have been and 
justify Raleigh's advice to prevent them 
landing. "Ho (Pedro Tallies) saith it was 
freely spoken that their place of landing 
should be within the city of London, and 
It was received by the whole company, as 
well captains as soldiers, that In what 
place soever they should enter, within the 
land, to sack tho name, either city, town 
or village, or whatsoo\er. " Another wit- 
ness answers, ' • They were determined to 
put all to the sword who should resist 
them. " Had a landing been effected, 
whatever the final result, great misery 
must have been caused, bnt It was what 
tho nation must have expected from Its 
knowledge of Spanish warfare In the 
Netherlands. 
From this, however, tho 


fleet saved England. — Nineteenth Century.

Long before California became a pftrt of 


AJnericau territory there existed In tho vi- 
cinity of Monterey, utid Htill xtandw there 
ufu-r a lialf contury of occupation, a won- 
derful Kj>e<-inifn of the live oak Indigenous 
t'» this btaU' It won a marvel f > the Mexi- 
cans of those days and was) [ioliit«l out as 
one of tho curiosities of the land to the 
few visitors to the coast. 


Among those to whom the natural won- 


der luul lxx;n shown lu the days of Mexi- 
fjiti domination was a young passed mid- 
hhipman of the United States navy whose 
ship hud anchored In Monterey bay. Hig 
name was Timothy llvalu Field, and he is 
now long since dead. Tho midshipman 
belonged to a family whose rnemlKjrs have 
l.w'ii distinguihhcd in science and business 
in the pulpit und in literature, at tho bur 
und on the bench of the supreme court. He 
Witt) HO iiintixad by the sight of the marvel- 
ous tree that he sketched it and wrote an 
iicc/iunt of It to his father, a clergyman ro- 
mding among the Berkshire hills of Mas- 
sachusetts. This Incident was long forgot- 
ten. It was In 1805, on tho occasion of his 
visit to California, tlmt tho recollection 
came to the mind of Justice Stephen J. 
Field. A party wjis made up. The tree 
was found. 
It proved to be even more ex- 


traordinary than as descriljed by the young 
midshipman to his father. 


A fter exploring its labyrinths tho party 


returned to San Francisco. 
Soon after 


Justice Field went eu«t on his official du- 
ties, and while there Mrs. Field wrote an ac- 
count of their visit to the tree, which reads: 


"Rounding the lagoon we saw ahead of 


us « large wind hill with u crown of green, 
and as wo passed tho hamlet of Seaside we 
learned that we were approaching our 
Mecca. A climb in tho sand and up a few 
rickety steps brought us tinder tho shelter- 
ing branches of tho largast tree so far 
known to Californians — not In height, 
though its height is great, b\it in its ca- 
pacity to shelter. 
I remarked that I 


thought 999 persons could stand comfort- 
ably beside me, but a learned man in our 
party said rather 5,000. Rinco the midship- 
man wrote of it the tree must havo expand- 
ed vastly, for it now covers more acres than 
one. 
Its trunk is not to be seen. The fine 


light wind lias drifted in to the depth of 
30 or 40 feet and covered and protected 
this relic. Its branches remind one of the 
Laocoon. It seemed almost as if they not 
only could shelter but would embrace us 
too. 
Each brunch is the size of an ordinary 


tree, and there are numbers of them spread- 
ing out Ifttltudinously, with other branches 
on these shooting upward to tho sun, the 
foliage being all on top and very dense. 


"The tree is of tho variety known as the 


California live oak—qucrctis vircn. 
Its 


Jen vcs ore small, fresh and crisp and of a 
vitality unimpaired by years, and they do 
not fall with the seasons. 
"It is said that no one has ever yet seen 


a leaf of the live oak unfold or fall. 


"Tho outside form of the tree is beauti- 


ful, lieiiig entirely circular, and as you sit 
under its shelter and udmiro you cannot 
but speculate as to Its ago. Its gnarled 
and crooked branches proclaim great an- 
tiquity, its lovely green perpetual youth, 


"It may be added that ever since the re- 


discovery of the tree It is popularly known 
as 'Justice Field's oak.' "—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

HOST IMPORTANT WORK DONE AFT- 


ER CLOSING THE FRONT DOOR. 


Bow the Money I* Counted and Sorted. 


Care Exerclwd to Avoid Allntakn—HUta 
That Are Worn and Soiled Arc BMrt t» 
Wa*lilu|ton or th» Buutrcaiury. 


Ou stopping into tiny of the largo bank- 


Ing houses down town ono Is almost wick- 
edly tempUxl to liken the functionaries be- 
hind the burs to so many eagcnl animals. 
But the sharp, quick, Intelligent faces of 
these men. forbid tho thought. Ouco in- 
side tbx'so iron bars and permitted tho 
privilege u> pierce tho inner depths, un or- 
dinary iudivkiuul llmls much to awaken 
wonder. This is piirtlcularly true of both 
the paying idler's and receiving teller's 
departments, whoso workings indeed are 
peculiarly In unison. Here tho frugmonw 
of silkeu tissuo, that pass dully through 
our hands us dollar bills, are undergoing 
a strictly systematic discipline, each bill 
being rigorously scrutinized und carefully 
handled and dealt with according to it* 
Just deserts, good or l«id. The position of 
the paying teller's assistant ta one wlilch 
requires tho strictest precaution and un- 
failing attention of him who holds It—a 
quick, alert mind and active brain capable 
of doing at laust half a dozen thing-nit tho 
same time. This clerk's hours aw irregu- 
lar and uncertain—some days long, somo 
short, much depending upon the deposits 
made through tho day. 


Tho banking hours are usually from 8:80 


in the morning to 2 o'clock In the after- 
noon, and tho majority of people are under 
the impression that there Is nothing more 
to do at tho latter hour but for tho book- 
keepers to close their great volumes and tho 
teller to lock up tho safe and all retire 
simultaneously. But If those who hold 
this notion of bank clerks' hours should 
happen into the bank two or three hour* 
later they would still find these men as 
busy as bees and steeper in work It possi- 
ble than at high noon. 


Among most of the Important banks of 


the city tho deposits made daily average 
from 300 to 400, some of which arc 
Amazingly large. It is a little startling to 
tee the deposits made by some of the well 
known firms of this city at holiday time, 
tat well as by the railroad companies after 
the many legal holidays, but wore strik- 
ingly is it so with tho deposits of some of 
the large dry goods stores after ono of their 
celebrated "mark down sales" or "bargain 
days." Many of these latter deposits, If 
piled up separately, would form a series of 
little pillars that would put a man of 6 feet 
completely in the shade, each valuing from 
$40,000 to 150,000 and composed chiefly 
Of «1 and «2 bills. 


Tho receiving teller on taking in the 


Hmaller or sundry deposits passes them over 
to his assistant, while quick eyes scan their 
contents, examining and proving each ono 
separately as he does so. Those in turn fall 
Into the hands of the paying teller's assist- 
ant, from whence they spring to either a 
glorious resurrection to make once more 
the circuit of the globe or forever sink in 
oblivion. But before reaching its final 
destination in the bank—the safe—each 
individual deposit has gone through the 
supervision of at least three people. Thus 
are avoided, as far as possible, all errors or 
mistakes and traced if there be any such to 
their original source. Thus tho bank offi- 
cers, ever shrewd, ever cautious, suffer 
themselves to run no risks. 


Having received orders from the paying 


teller us to how he wishes the drawers and 
safe stocked for 4ho day, his assistant be- 
gins at once to unbind the fetters of the 
dense piles, and soon tho desks are strewn 
with this big display of wealth. It presents 
a patchwork appearance of singular char- 
acter. Ho takes the large deposits sepa- 
rately and with wonderful skill and ener- 
gy and with still more wonderful patience 
wades through tho mazes of tho mass, a 
seemingly never ending task, and, to say 
tho least, a most tedious one. Ho starts 
off to make up $500 packages of $5 and $10 
bills, throwing out in systematic order tho 
ragged and time worn bills of all denomi- 
nations. Each bill Is carefully examined 
and smoothed out, and when each package 
la complete it is slipped into a neat little 
white paper baud, with tho amount it con- 
tain* clearly stamped upon it as well as tho 
signature of him who is responsible for it. 
Tho bills of tho larger denominations—that 
is to say, the $20, $50 and $100 bills—are 
usually made up into packages of thou- 
sand!!, and tho $500 and $1,000 bills are 
laid away independently of any stated 
amount. 


Having finished with the fives and tens, 


tho counter takes ones and twos in hand. 
These are likewise dealt und strapped into 
bands of twenty-fives, fifties and hundred 
dollars. Tho good bills being thus sorted 
out, tho ruggtxl are gone through and 
counted up separately. These latter bills 
after a respectful performance of 'the last 
rites are ultimately committed to the 
flames at the national capital. 


Good and bad are for the time placed to- 


gether and footed up according to tho 
straps in order to prove whether or not tho 
figures agree with those given with tho 
deposit. Tho good hills are then stored 
away, and the rugged ones of each deposit 
are taken apart and amassed together 
through the day. When in duo season tho 
business of sorting has ended und not a 
good bill is anywhere to be soon, they are 
then taken and put up in still more con- 
venient order. Tho logul tenders or green- 
backs, tho silver dollar bills, coins and no- 
tional bank notes, all, ranging from tho 
lowest denominations to the highest, are 
carefully separated from ouch other and 
taken in series and put into straps respec- 
tively of hundreds, five hundreds and 
thousands. Thus all tho "legals" arc kept 
together in flves, tens, twenties, and BO on, 
with tho "silver" und "nationals." Those 
are sent to Washington to bo destroyed, 
and occasionally to the subtroaxury, and 
for them in return there are sent back 
good bills. 


It would seem that most of tho members 


of tho large business concerns of our proud 
city understand to a degree tho term "bank 
etiquette" as though they had basked in 
its clement a lifetime and hod been taught 
from childhood to understand its legiti- 
mate meaning. 
They arrange their de- 


posit* with a method, tho most satisfactory 
imaginable to tho bank clerk, a delight to 
behold. This regularity, while it distinct- 
ly shows tho training of a thorough busi- 
ness man, is attended with little or no ef- 
fort on their part, but it mean* to tho bank 
clerk* the Having of an Infinite amount of 
hard, trying labor. 
This method consist* 


in placing all the bills, clean or ragged, of 
the larger denominations together on top 
of whatever siy,e package they choose to 
make, keeping tho 91 and $2 bills strictly 
at the bottom. Thus tho clerk can with 
little difficulty 
nrnko rapid 
headway 


through his arduous work, for ho knows 
what he I* facing. Them deposit* i»rw moat 
to the cy«s» of the tellers on ordinary days, 
but snore tpeckally no on heavy one*, when 
they h»v« all they can do to flnUh up tyy 6 
o'clock.—Boston Transcript.

with Interest. Ho was somewhat disturb- 
ed, however, at the regularity with which 
it registered 400 to 500 gallon* per day, 
and ho soon began to almost sweat blood. 
Kvery evening ho looked luto tlte placid 
face of that meter with a feeling of sorrow, 
which grow into nngor. 


Ono evening it informed tho citizen it 


required 720 gallons of H80 to satisfy tho 
yearnings of himself and family for molt; 
turo during that d»y. He did not curoo, nor 
did ho saw tho air with rngo, but calmly 
determined to counsel with the guiwrlii- 
tondont of tho waterworks on tho morrow. 


In tho morning the sun rose, and so did 


the prominent citizen. His first action was 
to inspect again that water meter.

Hunting Season Opens. 


The season for the hunting of most 


varieties of game common to Wiscon- 
sin, with the exception of deer, geese 
and ducks, opened Thursday of last 
week, and already hunting parties 
arc taking advantage of the license 
allowed them by statute and are go- 
ing to their favorite haunts. 


Reports from the keepers of lodges 


throughout the northern part of the 
state are to the effect that game of 
all variety is abundant this year. The 
same reports say that deer hunters 
are not waiting for the opening of the 
season, but are slaughtering game in 
all directions. This is known to be 
the case in several localities. 


A strenuous effort will be made by 


the wardens this year to stop the 
"taking of all kinds of game by illegiti- 
mate means. The war upon the set- 
gun has almost driven out that man- 
ner of killing, which is as dangerous 
to hunters as to deer.

LABOR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


It I* D«u BMHOM White Hen Demand 


Black Helper* For All Work. 


The English carpenter has a "boy" 
to 


carry bis tools for him; tho English brick- 
layer has a native hodman to hand the 
bricks to him, which he proceeds to sot 
Work requiring skill 18 very often done by 
whites, because they do it much better, 
but white labor leans on and uses black 
labor. So on the railways the station mas- 
ters and guards are white, but the heavy 
jobs which need little skill fall to the 
blacks; so fieldhonds and those who actu- 
ally herd cattle are natives, though there 
aro usually whites over them in a position 
of authority. 


In all new countries skilled labor is 


door, but in South, Africa it is exception- 
ally dear, because the skilled white man 
insists on having blacks beneath him, and 
black labor, though It is cheap if meas- 
ured by the price paid for It, is really dear 
If measured by what it accomplishes, for 
it is unskilled and uncertain, the native, 
except in a few of the older ports of the 
country, not yet having acquired that hab- 
it of steady and patient Industry which 
makes labor effective. It is, of course, in 
the newest district*, where the natives aro 
still raw and scarcely removed from a sav- 
age state, that this uncertainty is moat 
felt 


In the goldfleWs of tho Transvaal and 


Mashonaland the supply of native work- 
people often falls short, although at Jo- 
hannesburg a native can earn £8 a month 
besides his 'food and such lodging as he 
needs. The development of tho mines is, of 
course, to some extent retarded by this 
difficulty of obtaining a permanent supply 
of labor.—James Bryoo, M. P., in Cen- 
tury.

FEW COULD ESCAPE. 


CLOUDBURST SWEEPS A NEW 


MEXICO CANON.

A cloudburst struck the town of Mo- 


gollon, N. M., about 4 p. m. Wednes- 
day, 
leaving 
death 
and 
destruc- 


tion behind. 
John Knight, a miner 


who 
resided 
at 
Georgetown, 
was 


drowned in his cabin. 
Several others 


are reported missing, but so far only 
tv/o bodies, those of Knight and an 
unknown Mexican, have been recovered. 
These were found in a field about six 
miles below here. About 100 families 
have been rendered homeless and 30 
houses have been washed away. The 
property of the Calo.iia! ?''.:• his Com- 
pany, of Boston, Mass., has suffered to a 
large extent, the assay office, millhouse, 
powder house and blacksmith shop be- 
ing washed awsy. It is feared the mine 


filled with mud and water. The man- 


ager and assayers had a narrow escape, 
being assisted to the bank by means of 
ropes. 


The flood attained a height of over 


eight feet in the street and lasted over 
20 minutes. Had it so continued 10 
minutes longer, the whole town would 
have been swept away, as the debris 
had collected in the street, forming a 
solid wall, just as the flood began to 
recede. Hardly a business house in 
the town escaped damage. The wagon 
road leading up the mountain to the 
town, which was built a few years ago 
at immense cost, and which is the only 
outlet for freighters, has been entirely 
ruined, and all goods brought into the 
camp will have to be brought in on 
pack animals. 


The storm was general to this sec- 


tion of the territory. Advices 
from 


Graham state that a cloudburst on the 
mountain side caused a flood at the 
Confidence mine, a property belong- 
ing to the Helen Mining company of 
Denver, Col., situated about three miles 
from there. 
The flood carried away 


the shop and supplies 
of the mine. 


Nine horses that were at the ore chutes 
loading ore for the mill were washed 
over the steep precipice and killed. 
The men working in the tunnel barely 
escaped with their lives. 


It is feared that the loss of life 


around Mogollon will be much greater 
than first reports made it. There wtre 
at least twenty persons, mostly miners, 
living right in the track of the great 
wall1 of water. They occupied for the 
most part adobe dwellings. These have 
been swept away, and their occupants 
cannot be heard from. Some of these 
may have been warned in time to get 
out of the way, but it is certain that a 
number have perished. The loss to the 
mining companies will amount to thou- 
sands of dollars. Expensive machinery 
aad lately been put in the mines .ni(J 
nuch of this is a total wreck.

tions. In 1887 she wrote a series of let- 
ttrs on civil service reform for a New 
York paper. Letters on a wide range

throughout the United States. During 
recent years ehe engaged in political 
writing, and many famous review arti- 
cles and political interviews have been 
accredited to her which have roused 
much warm discussion and have exert- 
ed more or less influence upon national 
politics.

A writer in the American Field tell* 


of an exciting wolf hunt on a Colorado 
ranch, with the aid of mustang ponies 
and two well-bred hounds. Czar and 
Shirock. It Is a rare sport, and one 
that can be but seldom enjoyed, even 
in the West, of late years, because the 
vicious animal that was once the terror 
of the lonely traveler across the plain* 
la becoming scarcer and scarcer as the 
years go by.

In England Over Two Onturlca Ago 


W»» Gilt-Edged Paper. 


A letter from James I., bearing hi* 


sign manual and addressed to Sir John 
Stanhope, requesting him to pay £200 
into the royal exchequer, and dated 24 
July, 1604, is written on squared pa- 
per. 
A holograph letter from 
Lord 


Cranborne to his father, the Earl ot 
Salisbury, Lord High-Treasurer of En- 
gland, and dated Paris, 18 February, 
1608, is written on cut and gilt-edged 
paper (the first exampi- of this pro- 
cess in my collection). jC the paper 
was, (however, doubtless purchased in 
France, this date cannot be claimed in 
a description of English letters. All 
through this period the edgee of the pa. 
per are almost uniformly rough; but 
we come to another letter on squared 
paper in 1619, 7 February, from Henry, 
Lord Clifford, to Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
asking him for a subscription of fiv« 
Jacobuses to a fund for furnishing a 
piece of plate to be run for every year 
at Peplingcoates (an early racing date). 
The position of the seal affords in this 
instance an incontrovertible proof of 
the original shape of the paper. 
A let- 


ter, with sign manual and holograph 
subscription, from Charles I. to the 
Due d'Orleans, 28 April, 1636, is on gilt- 
edged paper (my earliest English ex- 
ample.) 


An interesting illustration of the usa 


ot gilt-edged paper in this reign is af- 
forded by the original accounts for sta- 
tionery supplied to the Princes Charles 
and James in the year 1641. These 
documents are signed by Biehop Duppa, 
the tutor of these Princes, and certified 
for payment by the Earl of 
Essex. 


Among the items are the 
following: 


"1 Reame of fflne Cutt paper, 00.10. 00. 
6 quires of fflne Ventee fol. gilt, 00. 12. 
00." 


Government'! Camel*. 


The British Government is the own- 


er of about 25,000 camels, the greater 
number being in India, where they ara 
kept in reserve at the commissariat 
depots to meet various requirements, 
such as the carriage of stores to out 
stations and camp equipages of troops 
changing quarters by line of march. 
In the war of 1878 in Afghanistan 
camels were ueed by the British. Some 
50,000 died during the campaign from 
cold, neglect and starvation. Included 
in the above 25,000 are the camela cm- 
ployed in Egypt with the British army 
of occupation. 
In 1884-85 a camel 


corps of 1,000 was formed, which 'did 
excellent 
service 
during the 
war 


against the Mahdl. At present between 
6,000 and 7,000 camels belonging to th« 
British Government are engaged in th« 
advance on Dongola in the Soudan, and 
the Government is still buying largely, 
so that probably before the autumn 
campaign is over those numbers will 
be at least doubled. As the camels art 
obtained they are organized into com- 
panies of 400 each.

often keeping them there for years. 
These men have had the ability to 
achieve political success, and their 
judgment ought to be worth some- 
thing. 
With the exceptiOD of the 


Ohioans the> are against McKinley. 


Another phenomenon, and a more 


striking and signiucant one, is the 
anti-McKinley attitude of the busi- 
ness-men of the country. 
This un- 


friendly attitude, noticeable almost 
at the beginning, has become more 
marked as the campaign has pro- 
gressed. 
Earnest efforts have been 


made to overcome it by the McKinley 
managers, but without success. 
No 


where has it been found possible to 
organize Uusiness-Men's 
McKinley 


clubs or to get business men to take 
any part in booming that candidate. 


The attempts made in this city 


have been dismal failures. The Mc- 
Kinley managers tried to get a busi- 
ness men's mass meeting, but the men 
they were trying to capture would 
not attend. They would not sit on 
the platform as Vice-Presidents, nor 
would they swell the audience. 
They 


would not sign calls or join clubs. 
About the only Chicago business-man 
who is shouting lor McKinley is Sam.

THE 
REAL MAN NOT AS BYRON 
PAINTED HiM IN VERSE. 


ni« U!sttvr> nn lotcrectlug Koiuouoe Con- 


taining th» Tragical and the Frlroloo*. 
Convivial Ilublta 111* Chirf W«kkn«w. 


Every traveler who visits Geneva. Vcvay 


or Chmnounl makes .1 pilgrutuigu to tho 
cnstlo of Chillon, and, if familiar with 
Byron's poom, Indulges lu much scuti- 
mi'istul objurgation o\er tho tyranny which 
oousigued tho hero ol tlio poriu and his ill 
fatoi brother to tho gloomy f ortross. Asiilo 
from the fact that Francois Boimlvaril was 
couilued there for six years and the murks 
left by his footst*ixj as ho puced tho gloomy 
crypt—confirmed by hU ouo recorded rcm- 
inisccueo of his four years of duiigaou life 
thnt'' he bad such abuudaut leisure for 
promenading that he wore iu tho rock 
pa\ OLLieut, a little path usuetitlyas if It had 
been done with a stone hammer"—the 
whole poem is, aa Byron himself styles It, 
"a fable," and the two brothers, the mar- 
tyred father, the anguish of the prisoner, 
wore all tho Invention of the poet on a 
rainy day In the tavern at Auehy, when 
and where he wrote the story. Even tho 
level of the dungeon below tho water of tho 
lake turns out to be a mistake, although 
Bonnivard believed it wig so. Tho floor ot 
the crypt is eight feet above high water 
mark. 


The accounts in English about Bonni- 


vard's life have been heretofore) very 
meager, though they arc voluminous iu 
French, and Bonnivard himself, after his 
release and return to Genera, wrote a very 
full narrative of himself and his adven- 
tures, though surprisingly reticent about 
his prison existence. 


Leonard Woolsey Bacon, who appears to 


have found leisure when at Geneva to study 
up a considerable amount of recondite eru- 
dition among the archives there, has un- 
earthed th« whole history of Bonnivard 
and given a readable summary of it in a 
little volume entitled "Ironies and Polem- 
ics," in which he alt>o uncovers tho mealy 
side of tho celebrated St. Francis de Hides, 
strips Garrison of much of his reputation 
as an antisluvory piuueer and polemically 
discusses some interesting church history. 


According to his account, Bonnivard, 


though a layman, having never tahon 
monastic vows or holy orders, and « wild 
young fellow at tho time, was by arrange- 
ment at Kome invested on tho decease of 
his uncle, the former prior, with the spir- 
itual and temporal authority and emolu- 
ments, of no Inconsiderable amount, of tho 
priory of St. Victor, a rich Benedictine 
monastery just outside the eastern gate of 
Geneva, surrounded with walls and moats 
of its own, independent of the bishop of 
Geneva and of the city, with a cortege of a 
dozen rt ell provided monks. 


Here the young prior held gay and fea- 


tlve court, Imbibed and Indulged his ap- 
petite freely, heard causes, sentenced to 
prison, and otherwise aped royalty and 
autocracy. He had come from the univer- 
sity with theories of republican liberty, and 
St. Victor became an outpost in defense of 
the liberties of Geneva and a rendezvous of 
all the young Liberal leaders of that little 
republic. 
Many stories are told of his in- 


terference to prevent injustice by the Duke 
of Savoy and the bishop of Geneva, and 
his rescue of persecuted persons from their 
tyrannical measures, but thereby ho made 
himself especially obnoxious to those pow- 
erful individuals, who eventually worked 
out his ruin. He was traitorously In- 
veigled by two of his most trusted friends, 
compelled to renounce his priory in favor 
of one of them and turned over to the 
custody of the duke, who imprisoned him 
for two years in one of his (Mullen, while 
at the same time the bishop and the duke 
subjugated tue city of Geneva and impris- 
oned, tortured and hanged the citizens. 


Some five years later Bonnivard got pos- 


session again of his priory, but tho estates 
hod been wrested from it by the duke and 
his minions, and he hod to depend on the 
bounty of tho city of Geneva for some- 
thing to live on, amounting to 5% crowns 
monthly—hardly sufficient to enable him 
to keep up a state worthy of tho dignity of 
a sovereign. _ He had again made himself 
very obnoxious to the duke by attempting 
to regain by force of arms some of the 
estates of which he had deprived the priory, 
and, having gone to visit his mother, who 
was ill at her old homo at Seysbel, in Sa- 
voy, he was seized in his attempt to return 
by emissaries of the duke and secreted In 
the duke's cas,tlo of Chilian, and for six 
years he was hidden from the world. 


Tho flr=t two yearn he was kept in the 


upper chamber of tho castle and treated 
kindly, but at tho entl of this time, on the 
duke visiting the castle, ho was remanded 
to tho awful und somber crypt. In 1630 
the army of Bern effected his release, and 
he was taken in triumph to Geneva, where 
he found a revolution, duke and bishop 
and all their functionaries having been ex- 
pelled and the reformers having taken tho 
place of priests and friars. St. Victor was 
no more, only a heap of ruins. He was al- 
lowed to select a house, given and furnish- 
ed at the public expense, a pension of 200 
crowns a year was settled on him, and ho 
was made a senator of the republic. 


But his old convivial habits revived, and 


he was in continual difficulties with the 
officials and his wives, of whom ho hnd in 
succession three, but yet devoted much 
time to his literary work. His greateit 
trouble was with the church authorities, 
Calvin at their head, who could not easily 
allow for his infirmities, and by them l.e 
was looked upon as a weakling in religious 
mutters. He lingered along to the age of 
77, watched« ith filml gratitude by (lie lit- 
tle state whose liberty he had helped to 
save and whoso heroic history he had re- 
corded. The manuscript of that work was 
referred to a comniittw with Calvin at the 
head, who declined to have it printed, but 
after the lapse of many years "it has been 
the pride of Geneva scholars to print in 
elegant archaic "style every pa«ewritU-u by 
the prisoner of Chillon in prose or \ersp, 
on history, poetrj, philosophy and theol- 
ogy." 
The ch'-rihhcd collection of Bonni- 


varxl's books, which lie Ix-queatlicd to the 
city, as he (lied cliildlcsh, has grown into 
the library of <i uniu rsitj, and t!.c little ! 
wnllod town for \\hoic ancient lilx-rty ho 
\cliturcd such pcriN .IT.<! suffered -,iu.h im- 
prisonments in and for the SOO years since 
has bcr-n one of the chief radiant ccrtern 
of light and liberty for all the world —

If your barber should refuse to take • 


proffered tip the next time you are shaved, 
you may know that he Is a member of the 
International Barbers' union, and that he 
Is conscientiously obeying tho peremptory 
order of Mr. W E Klapetzky. tho president 
of that organization. President Klapotzky 
agrees with William Dej'n Howclls In re- 
gard to tipping Neither of them likes the 
system.

nothing to the power which Mr. Klapctiky 
can yield. As president of the barbers' 
organization he has Issued two orders ab- 
solutely forbidding any member of tho or- 
der from accepting a tip. Whether or not 
he will be obeyed remains to bo seen. 


President Klapetzky, In spite of his for- 


eign name, Is American born, being a na- 
tive of Syracuse. 
He helped found the as- 


sociation of which ho U at the head and 
has long been prominent In barber ing cir- 
cles. Like many other barbers, ho Is an 
eloquent talker, but unlike moat of the 
members of his trade ho is a good public 
orator as well as a conversationalist. Per- 
haps this is the reason why ho Is president 
of the order, for, while he can keep up an 
interesting and entertaining conversation 
during the course of a shave, hair cut and 
shampoo seance, he is equally at home on 
a public platform and can express himself 
with the same ready fluency when facing 
an audience as when he is behind a bar- 
ber's chair. 


President Klapetzky says that it Is de- 


grading and un-Amorlcan to take tips. 
"Tips," he remarks, "tend to lower wages 
and make the tip taker a servile dependent 
Instead of an honestly Independent work- 
man." 


This Is about as good an argument 


against the practice of tip taking as that 
which Mr. Howells mode to tho Liberty 
Dawn Association of Coachmen of New 
York when ho addressed them on the same 
subject.

"The acceptance of money In largest 


over and above wages earned," said Mr. 
Howclls, "is the practice of beggary with- 
out the beggar's excuse of destitution, and 
In tho giver it is the encouragement of tho 
worst form of beggary. The tip is wrong. 
It is a badge of slavery, of beggary, and 
tho sooner those who take It realize this 
and insist on wages the better." 


With two such influential men up In 


arms against tho custom, wo may expect 
to see It speedily wiped out of existence. 


HOME OF THE PILGRIMS. 


EmtMWMdor Bayard Visit* the Original 


Cradle of Pnrltanfsm. 


The real cradle of Puritanism and tho 


ancient home of those who became the 
pilgrim fathers wns visited the other day 
by Embassador Bayard. Of course tho 
place IB In England. It is the quaint lit- 
tle Lincolnshire town of Scrooby which 
hns the honor of having produced tho 
founders of tho American nation. 
Mr. 


Bayard visited Scrooby after having laid 
the cornerstone of a memorial chapel to 
John Robinson, who was tho pastor of the 
little flock of dissenters who afterward 
went to Holland and sailed from there to 
America. 
The chapel Is being erected by 


Americans at Gainsborough, a neighboring 
town, in which Pastor Robinson wafiborn. 


At Scrooby there Is no need of such a 


memorial, for there stands tho old manor 
house in which tho persecuted band of 
Puritnns used to meet and listen to the 
burning words of the good John Robin- 
son. 
It is a solid old structure and must 


have been the scene of lively time's at one 
period In Hi history, for Scrooby was once
